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Q. E vead in the New Tejftament of the 

VV Feaft of the Dedication, whereas 

there is mo fuch Feaft mention d in the 

Law of Moles. And therefore what Feaft was that, 
and who appointed it ? 

A. Some take this Feaft ro have beena Feaft ap- 
jointed in Commemoration of the Dedication of 
the Newly Erected Temple. And even the firft 
Temple, namely, that ot Solemon’s, was not built 
till (ome hundreds of Years after the Death of Mo- 
fes, But fince we meet with no Anniverfary So- 
lemnity inftituted at the forefaid Dedication of ci- 
ther-the Former or the Latter Houfe, others with 
good reafon refer this Annual Feftival to that Dedi- 
cation of the A/tar, which was not only Then Ob- 
ferv'd, but wasalfo Appointed to be Yearly Cele- 
brared for the time to come ; Appointed by Fudas 
Maccabeus together with his Brethren and the 
whole Congregation of Irael ; as it is Recorded, 
not only in Fofephus’s Antiquities, but alfo in 1 Mac. 
4. 56, 59. And fo they Kept the Dedication of the 
Altar eight days, and Offerd Burnt-offerings with 
Gladnef:, and Sacrific'd the Sacrifice of Deliverance 
and Praife. Moreover, Fudas and his Brethren and 
the whole Congregation of Ifrael ordaind, that the days 
of the Dedication of the Altar frou'd be kept in their 
Seafon from Year to Year, for the {pace of 21ghe days, 
from the five and twentieth day of the Month Cafleu, 
with Mirth and Gladne/s. 

And this is confirm'd fromthe time, wherein that 
Dedication. Solemnity, menrion’d by St. Fohn, was 
Celebrared. For the Evangeliftrells us, that ze was 
Wineey. Now the 25th of the forenenuon’d Cafleu 
isCorre{pondent to a part of December with Us, 
and coniequently falls out in the Winter Seaton, 
Whereas we read in ¢ Kings 8.2. That the Firit 
Temple was Dedicated in the Seventh Month, 
And al the Men of Uracl affembled themfelves unto 
King Solomon at th: Feaj} in the Mouth Ethanim, 
which is the Seventh Monti, And their Ethanimor 
Seventh Month, fell ourin Autumn. We allo find 
In Exra 6. 1§, 16, thatthe fecond Temple was De- 
dicated in the Month Adar. And this beufe was fie 
nifh'd on the third day of the Month Alar, which was 

sn the 6th Year of the Reign of Darius the King, And 


the Children of Irael, the Priefts and the Levites, 
and the reft of the Children of the Captivity kept the 
Dedication of the honfe of God with jcy. And this 
time happend at the Commencement of the Spring. 
Since therefore the time, wherein the forefaid Al- 
tar was Dedicated, fo exactly an{wersto the time 
mentiond by St. Fohn ; fince the refpective times, 
wherein the two Temples were at firft Dedicated, 
do by no means Agree with it ; and fince in the 
one Inftance it is Exprefly written, that an Anni- 
verfary Feftival was Appointed, burt in the other 
two Inftances there is no {uch matter upon record, 
we cannot poflibly Demur, to which of the Three 
Inftances that Dedication in St. Fobm may juftly be 
Refer'd. But tho’ this Dedication was Particulare 
ly call'd the Dedication of the Alcar, in that a New 
Altar of Burnt-offerings was Erected by the forefaid 
Fudas Maccab.cus, yet it was a kind of New Dedi- 
cation of the Temple, as Cleans’d and Purified after 
it’s Defilement by Antiochus, it’s Profanation by 
the Heathens. 

It is here obfervable, thar, fince our Blefled Lord 
vouchfaf'd to honor this Feaf? of the Dedication with 
his Prefence, notwith{tanding ir was no part of the 
Moflaick Inftitution, it is Ufually and Pertinently 
urg'd from hence, that Feftivals may be Lawfully 
Appointed by mere Human Authority in Comme- 
moration of Publick, of Imporrant Bleffings. 

Q. What is the true Definition of a Fluid ? For 
fome wil not allow the Cavtefian Definition, 

A, The Cartefian Defimtion of a Fluid, namely, 
thar it is a Body, whofe Parts are in Conrinnal 
Motion, is theretorea Precarious Definitionsbecaufe 
it has not been prov'd either by Reafonor Experi- 
ence. And therefore They give the beft Definition 
of a Fluid, who fay, that irisa Rody, whofe Parts 
make no Refiftance to any Oppofition, and by that 
means are readily capable of Motion. 

Q. Mu? not Scipio Africanus have Liv'd to ave- 
ry great Age, if be Livd to Deftrcy Carthage, 

A, There were two Scipio's, who were Honor’d 
with the Sir-name of Africanus for their grear Ex- 
ploits againft the Carthagineans in Africa, the one 
baving finith’d the fecond Punic War, the o:nerthe 
third and laft, For it was ulmal with the Romans 
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to reward their famous Generals wich Honorary 
Sir-names taken from the Countries, which were 
their Scenes of Action. And therefore the Elder 
Africanus’s Brother was Sir-nam'd Afiaticus, for his 
management of the War againft Antiochus in Afia, at 
what time Africanus condefcended vo ferve under 
him as his Legatus or Lieutenant. The Younger 
Africanus was of another Family, name! 'Y> Son to 
AEmilius,but Adopted into the Family of the Scipio's 
by the Son to the other African Mt And therefore 
Africanus Funior was Grandion by — tu A- 
fricanus Senior. Jt was the Funzrer, who together 
with Lelius (for Scipio and Lelius were at that 
time the moft Refin ‘4 Gentlemen in Rome } were 
the Patrons of the famous Comedian Terence. But 
as the ages was the Patron of one Puct, fo was 
the Senior of viz. of Old Ennius, So 
that they re fembled each other in Peace as well as 
War. And indeed they were fo much alike, that 
by a gene ral Character, we can Acarce Diftinguith 
then, unlels we enter ona Detail of Particulars. 

Bu had the Elder Africanus liv’d to the Deftructi- 
on of Carthage, he had been towards go Years of 
Age, whereas he died about 37 Years before, But 
his Old Friend Ma/aniffz, King of Numidia, livd 
very near to that rime, and Dying at the Age of 
90 Jeft his Son and Kingdom to the Management 
of the Younger Africanus, tho’ at that time nor fo 
call’d, 

Q. What fort of Peop!e were thofe called Effenes ? 

A, The E ‘ie were one of the Jewith Seéts,ana 
began above 150 Years before our Saviour’s Birth; 
namely, inthe days ofthe Maccabees. When the Fews

Woods and Mountains for Shelter from His Inhu- 
man Cruelty, and there ele portion dclighred 
with that otherwife Unpleafanr Solirude, which in 
thate days of Vengeance afforded them fo Comfort- 
able a Retrear, be thought them{elves of forming 
Religious Societies, and by the Prevalence of Cu- 
{tom began to Prefer a Monattick Life. They are 
thought to have come the Neareft ro the Pythagore- 
ans, and inmany Particulars they perfect!y refem- 
bled them.
